With an estimated deficit for the 
current fiscal year, including war 
costs up to March 31, 1940, of 8156,- 
000.000, plans were announced to 
meet large portions of it out of in- 
creased taxes on luxuries and excess 
profits,

Much of the seed 
registered is marketed in Saskatche 
wan, indicating many farmers have 
increased the numbers of livestock 
upon their farmsteads 

Many of the new rust-resistant 


varieties of Wheat are not yet accept 


‘ for registration and ~ conse
